As the voices of the youthful sing­

A. Taughinbaugh, Gettysburg, teach­ 
er, and tutor and scholars alike attest 
to the fact that when the nine Mc- 
Cleafs go “into action” vocally, the 
rafters fairly ring. 
Accustomed to singing 
in 
public, 
the children sang without a shadow 
of fear for the Lions who were as 
generous in an offering for the song­ 
sters as they were with applause for 
their efforts. 
A plea for musical 
instruments for the McCleaf children, 
who are naturally 
talented 
along 
musical lines, was broadcast at the 
luncheon meeting. 
A due by Dale and Gray McCleaf, 
in which they accompanied themselves 
by beating on the bottoms of large tin 
cans, not unlike the beating of tum- 
tums by Indians, was enthusiastically 
received.

He Doubts That 
C. Washington 
Never “Fibbed 
And Whether Abraham lincoln Waa 
E^er Actually A Rail Splitter 
Is Abo Questioned By 
' 
Dr. Saby. 


The statement every school child is 
told at a tender age to the effect that 
“George Washington never told a lie” 
might be true enough, but there is 
considerable doubt about it in the 
mind of Dr. R. S. Saby, professor 
of economics at Gettysburg College, 
and student of history. 
Likewise, Doctor Saby is inclined 
to doubt the statement of a man who 
came from obscurity into national 
prominence within the last month 
through wide newspaper publication 
of his declaration that “George Wash­ 
ington swore like a trooper” and pos­ 
sessed other human frailities. 
“I am inclined to think that neither 
of those statements are exactly true,” 
Doctor Saby told the Gettysburg Ro­ 
tary 
Club at its 
regular weekly 
luncheon at the Hoffman Hotel Mon­ 
day evening. 
Doctor Saby, a member of the local 
Rotary club, was scheduled for a talk 
on “Abraham Lincoln, his life, char­ 
acter 
and 
achievements” 
and 
his 
declarations cpncerning Washington 
were made in emphasising that his­ 
tory is inclined to lose sight of the 
human side of its great statesmen and 
others and place too much emphasis 
on “catch phrases” and the like. 
4 
Lincoln, he said, is most commonly, 
referred to as a “rail splitter,” yet 
this achievement attributed to the 
emancipator is very much mooted 
among historians, he declared, some 
stating that it was merely a political 
phrase used effectively in his behalf 
by Lincoln’s friends during his cam­ 
paign for Congress and which clung 
to him through life because it was 
symbolical 
of his 
early days 
of 
struggle and labor. 
“Whether Lincoln was a rail split­ 
ter literally or not, I am not prepared 
to. say, but the fact is he possessed all 
the endurance qualifications of a rail 
splitter,” Doctor Saby asserted.

Head of Ettglifih Department at 
Emmitsburg Institution Suc­ 
cumbs Monday Morning. 


Professor Edmund J. Ryan, aged 58 
years, died Monday morning at his 
home at Mt. St. Mary’s, near Emmits-! 
burg. 
He had been troubled for some 
time W’ith asthma and was taken ill 
last Tuesday with an attack of grip. 
Death was due to a complication of 
these two diseases. 
Professor Ryan was formerly of 
Hartford, Conn. 
He was graduated 
from the Hartford High School in 
1885 and in the following fall en­ 
tered Mt. St. Mary’s, from which in­ 
stitution he was graduated in the 
spring of 1888. 
He then went to Yale 
for a year and returned in 1K89 to 
Mt. St. Mary’s, where he was made 
a member of the staff in English. 
In 
1890 he received his A. M. degree from 
Mt. St. Mary’s. 
ln 1914 he succeed* 
ed the late. Prof. Ernest LaGarde as 
head of the English department of 
the* college, which position he held at 
the time of his death. 
While he was 
an instructor he did additional work 
at Johns Hopkins University. 
He was representative of Mt. St. 
Mary’s to the Association of Middle 
States and Maryland Colleges and 
representative and member of the 
executive committee of the Associa­ 
tion of Catholic Colleges of the Unit­ 
ed States and Canada. 
He was also 
secretary of the National Alumni As­ 
sociation of Mt. St. Mary’s. 
Politically he was affiliated for a 
number of years with the Democratic 
party and was tho chairman of the 
Emmitsburg Democratic organization. 
He is survived by his wife and tho 
following children:

Expenditures of the borough last 
year were kept close to the budget 
figures, in some eases exceeding the 
estimate, in order instances falling 
below the set figures. 
For street building and repair, the 
finance committee, a year ago, esti­ 
mated that $8,000 would be sufficient, 
but the highway committee exceeded 
that figure by more 
than 
$6,000, 
having expended a total of $14,906.24 
for the improvement and betterment 
of streets in Gettysburg. 
While the estimated expenditure for 
sewers last year was exceeded by 
more than $10,000, through the build­ 
ing of the sanitary sewage disposal 
plant, which consequently added to 
other items of borough expense, all
